The reaction to the vaccine is 
of low order and children do not 
react severely. Those persons al­ 
lergic to eggs are advised not to 
take the vaccine.

Supplies of vaccine have been 
augmented appreciably, a fact 
which makes its wider public use 
possible.

$The Ugly Spiral 
Finally Stops 


Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell has 


some good news for the nation’s consumers. The 


inflationary spiral, in his opinion, has run out of 


steam. The upsurge in living costs, which has 


carried prices to a record high, has come to an 


end and he expects little change in prices during 
the months ahead. 


lf this is welcome news. the picture is not 


all peaches and cream, Price stability, like near* 


Iv everything worthwhile, must be paid for in 


som e coin. 
In this case some of the bloom is 
off the boom. 


The smaller capital investment planned for 
new production facilities, the decrease in over­ 
tim e worked, and the lowered margin of profit 
in many businesses all hear witness to this fact. 
Moreover. Mitchell has warned the country to 
expect *r-decline in em p lo y ment eaiJy Tp 1958. 
This is an unpleasant bill to pay for price 
stability and unpleasant is not a strong enough 
word for those who are hit hardest. The $f>4 
million question is whether the readjustment will 
be limited to a flattening out of prices and a 
com paratively minor drop in employment. 


Mitchell believes the readjustment will be 
mild for the country as a whole. The level of 
em ploym ent and business activity is still very 
high. The watchdogs of the econom y are alert 
and ready to take action at the first signs that 
the threat of inflation is being supplanted by that 
of deflation. 


Balancing the econom y between these two 
opposing forces is a difficult and delicate job. lf 
Mitchell is right, the first goal has been achieved 
and the rise in prices which has been under way 
steadily has finally been checked The next move 
Indicated is to ease up on the brakes sufficiently 
to keep business rolling without sending prices 
spiraling upward again.

Civil Rights Group Faces Rough Sledding 


WASHINGTON
